Mrs.Booth Tucker, Ueud of tho Salvation in America 


Was Killed in a Railway Accident on the 


Santa Fe Road, Late Last Night,

Kansas City, Oct. 29.—Mrs. Emma 


Booth-Tucker, second daughter 
of 


General Wm. Booth, head of tho Sal- 
vation Army, was almost Instantly 
killed In a wreck last night on tho 
Santa Fa, near Dean Lake, Mo. Her 
body was terribly .crushed, and she 
died'an hour after being taken from 
tho debris. 
Fourteen other passen- 
gers were Injured, three probably fa- 
tally. 
With tho 
wounded 
Mrs. 


Booth-Tucker's body was taken 
'to 


Marccllno and shipped 
from 
that 


point to Chicago, where her husband 
awaits It, ..The wreck jwas caused 


catching in a switch and breaking It. 
Two tourist sleepera. ono standard 
sleeper and ono dining car 
were 


derailed and hurled against an 
Im- 


mense steel water tank at tho sldo 
of tho tracks. The tourist cars were 
entirely demolished, but tho stand- 
ards wero not so badly 
damaged. 


Mrs. Booth-Tucker was ono of the 
Brut taken from tho debrif). 
She 


was picked up In a dying condition 
and placed In ono of tho undamaged 
cars, but sho died without regaining 
consciousness. 
Col. T. C. Holland, 


an officer of tho Salvation 
Army, 


was accompanying Mrs. Booth-Tuck- 
er and was taken from the debris 
soon after and Is probably fatally 
Injured. 


Mrs. Booth-Tucker was on 
her 


way from Amity, Col., to 
Chicago, 


where she cxpecte.l to meet her hus- 
band. Commander Frederick Booth- 
Tucker, whoso wife was killed in 


knew nothing 
. until an hour after 
ho stepped off tho train in Chicago 
from Now York. 
Ho is completely 


prostrated by tho news. 
Memorial 


services will bo hold here tomorrow 
night, after which tho remains will 
bo shipped to New York, thence to 
London, where they will be Interred 
beside tho remains of her mother.

At Iium-lson Grant phiut- 
ed his guns upon a road lending out of 
tile fortress and penned In the Confed- 
erate garrison. At Waterloo Napoleon 
fought all day to cut the llrussels rosul 
nml divide the armies of Wellington 
and l.luclier.

'The road running through Thomas' 


line at Chlekamauga led on northward 
to Chattanooga. The Confederates un- 


< der General Kragg wore lighting to re- 


cover Chattanooga, the Federals under 
l:osecrans lighting to keep the enemy 
out of Chattanooga and march Into the 
town themselves. Thomas' corps held 
the left or northerly wing of Itose- 
crans' line. McCook'H the right wing. 
The Confederates threw their lives 
nway upon Thomas' barricades. 
His 


line was unshaken. Hut the Confeder- 
ates outnumbered the Federals nt 
Chlekamauga. Thomas saw their bat- 
talions marching past l\ls unguarded 
left Hank, the side toward Chattanoo- 
ga. They ran over his slender outposts 
nml even crossed the road beyond his 
line of barricades. He called upon 
Itost-crnni to send in more troops to 
form a iiew line at right angles with 


through the gap almost unopposed he 
Ignored Ills chieftain's orders to wheel 
to the left iii)on MeCook and with a 
flash of genius turned tii the right 
against Thomas. 
McCook'H remnant 


was cut off, and that luckless general 
could do nothing except HIM- or rejoin 
Thomas. With McCook were Uosecrans 
and Sheridan. They knew nothing of 
Longstreet's power nml the fate of Ly- 
tie and his command. Hosi-crnns looked 
at the marching Confederates and sup- 
posed them to be the brigades of Mc- 
Cook changing positions until his aids 
rode to the front and learned the truth. 


A mile or more In the rear of Thom- 


as' right there was a second road paral- 
lel to the one he was defending and 
passing through McCook's old line, 
hosccrans, McCook anil Sheridan gath- 
ered up the remnants of the troops and 
attempted to pass around to the rear 
of Thomas and come to his aid. Hut 
I.ongstreet thrust his advance west- 
ward acro-s this second mad also and 
then, facing north, charged up tin- 
height which became famous that day 
as the bloody Horseshoe ridge.

crn ns and the generals with him ral- 
lied what they could of McCook's bro- 
ken line and drifted away toward tlio 
village of Kossvllle. where the Chatta- 
nooga road passes through Missionary 
ridge. There Itosecrans determined to 
make a stand, for ho knew that Thorn 
ns couldn't hold out forever against the 
whole of Hragg's army.

bers warned tho engineer that all 
was not well. As the steamer struck 
the bottom of the gully it rolled 
over on Its side and sank deep in 
the mud of tho small creek 
that 


wandered through the ravine.

the rear end of this wagon a pair of 
horses was secured.
